1 . : Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1 -1 9, with election of 
species, in the reply filed on 2/20/2007 is acknowledged. Following a search of the 
elected species, the remaining species are joined for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 4-1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Parent claim 1 describes polymers labeled as (1 -A) and (1 -B); however, each of 
claims 4, 5, 8, 9, 1 1 and 13-19 (and claims dependent thereon) make no reference to 
either of (1-A) or (1-B), but rather include undefined polymer (A-1).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

; A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in:(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
1 of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Iwasaka et al. 
(US 6,559,241). 

The reference shows in Reference Example 2 and Example 1 a hydroxyl-group 
containing polybutadiene which has been hydrogenated to 99%. Although the 
reference has not exemplified a polymer with the claimed molecular weight, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would immediately envisage using such a polymer in methods 
analogous to those of the working examples because patentee has stated that the 
molecular weight preferably ranges from 1 ,000 to 1 ,000,000 (col. 4, lines 45-46). 

6. Claims 3 and/ are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
butiwould be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
